Should England Decide to Let Benton 


Case Aw ait Final Action Until Firm 


Government Is Established in Mex­ 


ico the United States W ill Not Feel

of Ranchm an’s Death. 


Washington, March 3.—Drastic and 
effective action will be taken toward 
Mexico by the United States if neces­ 
sity arises, President Wilson said. 
The president still is determined to 
try every peaceful means to solve the 
Mexican problem, but he realizes cer­ 
tain eventualities may demand a dif­ 
ferent course. 
He is taking care not 
to be stampeded into action by radi­ 
cal speeches in congress, but hinted 
that should the proper time come the 
American government may be expect­ 
ed to move decisively. 
Mr. Wilson deplores the idea of 
armed intervention. 
He thinks the 
size and power of a country like the 
United States is sufficient warrant for 
a calm and patient course while com­ 
pliance with the American demands is 
being sought. 
The killing of William S. Benton, a 
British subject, the reported murders 
of Gustav Bauch and Clemente Ver­ 
gara, American citizens, and General 
Carranza’s denial of the right of the 
United States to look after the inter­ 
ests of foreigners were the subjects 
of many conferences at the White 
House. 


Much Depends on England. 


Upon Great Britain’s atitude toward 
the Benton case depends largely the 
extent to which the United States 
will become involved. 
Should England show' an inclination 
to let the Benton case await final ad 
judication at a time when a firm gov 
em inent is established in Mexico the 
United States will not feel called upon 
to challenge General Carranza’s spe­ 
cific refusal to supply the Washing­ 
ton administration with information 
about Benton’s death. 
Representations have been made to 
General Carranza, 
it is 
understood, 
through American Consul Simpich at 
Nogales and on their outcome depends 
whether the expedition 
which 
had 
planned to go to Chihuahua from Jua­ 
rez to examine Benton’s body will car­ 
ry out its mission. 
The 
Washington 
administration, 
however, is taking it for granted that 
arrangem ents authorized by General 
Villa for the departure of the commis­ 
sion to Chihuahua soon will be ap­ 
proved by Carranza.

MINNESOTA DEBT IS SMALL 


One of Thirteen States Owing Less 
Than $1 Per Capita. 
Washington, March 3.—Preliminary 
figures made public by the director of 
the census, W. J. Harris, show that 
the total indebtedness of the forty- 
eight states of the Union, less sink­ 
ing fund assets, on June 30, 1913, was 
$342,251,000, an increase of $107,342, 
OOO in ten years. 
Including sinking fund assets the 
total debt amounted to $419,157,000. 
The per capita debt of Iowa, less 
sinking fund assets, amounted to only 
3 cents; in Oregon it was 4 cents, 
while 
in thirteen 
states, 
including 
Minnesota, South Dakota and Wiscon­ 
sin, it was less than $1. 
The total debt of Massachusetts, the 
report said, represented 23.2 per cent 
of the debt of all states.

Deterioration of the quality of the 
rock and the extreme depth ut which 
copper is now mined made every pos­ 
sible economy necessary, he declared. 
MacNaughton was on the stand for 
three hours as the first witness for 
the mining companies. 
The contract system of pay was ex­ 
plained by the witness in detail 
For­ 
merly, he said, the miners were paid 
by the

and 
the cubic 
fathom for rock removed, hut because 
of

measurements, the Calumet and Hec­ 
la had adopted the tonnage system.

police station and handed a revolver 
to the officer at the desk. 
“Pve had some trouble with Red 
Simon and I thought I’d better come 
over,” he said. 
So far as known no one heard the 
conversation between Simon and Zang 
preceding the shooting.

in Mexico that are paying little atten­ 
tion to the revolution. 
One day when the excitement ran 
highest in Washington Senator Boot 
was consulted on tile subject, he beiug 
a member of the committee on foreign 
relations and former secretary of state, 
and lie expressed the opinion that it 
was uot so serious, after all. 
“I un­ 
derstand.” said the New York senator, 
“that more automobiles were sold in 
Mexico during the last three months 
than in any other similar period. 
Peo­ 
ple who are buying automobiles are 
not greatly disturbed.” 
It is true that tile situation “ foamed 
up" to a greater extent when a British 
subject was killed than over the killing 
of Americans. 
England is sensitive 
about the loss of the life of a British 
subject, and just now a great many 
of our people seem to be much agitat­ 
ed when England brings pressure to 
bear upon this government. 


Holding Up tho Red Lantern. 
"Tile majority must take some effec­ 
tive steps to curtail the rapidly increas­ 
ing expenditures of the government if 
the Democratic party is not to become 
the laughing stock of the country.” 
Chairman Fitzgerald of the appro­ 
priations committee, in his well known 
character of the “watchdog” of the 
treasury, had just read the plank in 
tile platform under the head of Itepub- 
liean extravagance, in whic h the profli­ 
gate wraste of the Republicans was de­ 
nounced in strong terms.

Ile was talking about 
the power of the president in eliminat­ 
ing a rider on the j/ostofflce appro­ 
priation bill when interrupted by Con­ 
gressman Madden of Illinois with a 
reference to deputy collectors of inter­ 
nal revenue w ho were taken out from 
under the civil service by a rider on 
another bill. 
“Yes," responded Gillett; “that bill 
went through by a majority of four 
only, and I am certain the president 
did not let his wishes become known 
at that time, because a whisper from 
the W hite House would certainly have 
changed more than four votes.” 


A Remarkable Contest. 
The contest to repeal the free tolls 
provision in the Pauam a cunal law’ is 
one of the most remarkable that have 
been seen in congress for many years. 
The fact th a t that toil provision was 
put in by nonpartisan votes—th a t is, 
Republicans mid Democrats both vot­ 
ing for it—and that free tolls was in­ 
dorsed by the Democratic platform, 
and that the law is to be repealed by 
a Democratic administration and a 
Democratic congress, makes a situa­ 
tion different from anything that has 
happened in a long time. 
The vigor w’ith which certain Dem­ 
ocrats are lighting the administration 
is also remarkable, in view of the fact 
that in all other legislation the Demo­ 
crats have followed the president w ith­ 
out any great difficulty. There is sure 
to be a great deal of fireworks before 
that toll provision is repealed.

000.000 a year. 
That is quite a tidy 
little sum to scatter around through 
the country, but it is not satisfactory 
to the public building pork barrel men. 
“It seems to me.” said Clark, “that 
the many eminent lawyers on the floor 
of the house and an able judiciary 
committee ought to find some way in 
w’hleh an executive officer could be 
prevented from overriding the will of 
congress.”

GROW CROPS, COOK AND SEW 


Use A rithm etic and O ther School S u b ­ 
ject* Only as Need Arises In Course 
of Duties— W om an Directs Activities 
of Unique Juvenile Institution— B u­ 
reau of Education Interested. 


Complete freedom from restraint Is 
the iot of the children who attend the 
experimental rural school at Winthrop 
college. Rock Hill, S. C.. as described 
by Mrs. Hetty Browne In a bulletin of 
the United States bureau of education 
There are no seats or desks in this 
school, no classrooms, no rule of si­ 
lence, but a free activity guided and 
directed by a woman who is in com­ 
plete sympathy with country children 
and country life. 
Iii this and other respects observers 
Lave noted a resemblance to the Mon­ 
tessori schools, but Mrs. Browne be­ 
gan her work several years ago quite 
independently of the theories of Mule. 
Montessori. 
Furthermore, the Rook 
Hill school makes no claim to a delib­ 
erate scientific basis. 
It is essentially 
“exiieriuiental,” with the aim of learn­ 
ing by actual experience what kind of 
u school is best adapted to rurc.i life. 


Lunch Served on Spacious Veranda. 
The building is a farmhouse, with 
rooms fitted up as “sitting room,” 
kitchen and workshop. A large venin 
da surrounding the house is used for 
the midday meal, served by the pupils, 
aud for other purposes. 
There is plenty of ground about the 
school, including space for a large gar 
den. 
This Is the center a t>out which 
instruction revolves. 
From the study 
of soil and seed In the winter time to 
the actual planting, cultivating and 
harvesting at the other seasons the 
garden remains the center of the chil­ 
dren's interest and activity. 
Arithmetic, spelling, etc., are not 
taught as subjects, but only as the 
need for them arises in connection 
with the activities of home and gar­ 
den. 
Laying out the garden Involves 
arithmetic, aud even geometry, both 
of which are absorbed by the children 
without effort 
The making of towels 
for use at the school naturally devel­ 
ops new words having to do with sew­ 
ing and many other things. Words and 
numbers are given the children only 
as the need for them develops, and then

The whole Idea Is having the children 
find out things, lf possible, without be 
Ing told. 


Perform the T asks of Grownups. 
The children In this rural school are 
not assigned to “classes” and “peri­ 
ods,” as In the traditional school. 
A 
visitor will see one group working in 
the garden, another group on the ve­ 
randa sewing, another In the kitchen 
at a cooking task, and still another 
doing “numLiers” or rending with the 
teacher in ber room. 
The aim of the Rock HIU school is 
thus summarized by Dr. A. V. Bour­ 
law! in an introduction to the bureau’s 
bulletin: "The resolve was to make a 
school that will train Hie farm chil­ 
dren for their future work in the 
home, on the farm and in the social 
life around them. 
Hence we t»egan 
frankly with the activities of the farm. 
The nim was not a cut and dried plan. 
but rather a working idea to enable 
the teacher to create a growing agency 
for the development of farm life.”
